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for  the  book  to  go  to  press  at  this  time. 
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Solomon  Hakes,  b.  ?,  in  England.  The  place  of  his  birth  was  most  prob¬ 
ably  County  Devon.  The  English  Families  believe  that  to  have  been  where 
both  the  names  Hake  and  Hakes  originated,  and  where  both  families  were 
first  known  by  their  armorial  bearings.  He  was  in  Westerly,  Rhode  Island,  in 
April  1709,  and  in  the  town  meeting  of  that  month  was  propounded  to  be  re¬ 
ceived  a  freeman.  At  the  meeting  in  May  following,  the  committee  of  inquiry 
made  a  favorable  report,  and  thereupon  he  was  voted  a  freeman  and  allot¬ 
ted  100  acres  of  vacant  land,  the  same  as  the  other  freemen.  He  removed  to 
Stonington,  Conn.,  the  first  of  January  1710,  and  the  town  meeting  of  Stoning- 
ton,  in  that  month,  prescribed  and  recorded  an  ear  mark  for  his  cattle.  The 
same  ear  mark  the  town  meeting  afterwards  continued  to  his  son  George, 
June  28,  1754,  and  his  grandsons,  Jesse  and  Elihu,  in  1807.  He  married  Anna 
Billings,  (b.  Oct.  1681,)  daughter  of  Ebenezer  and  Anna  (Comstock)  Billings, 
of  Stonington,  January  16,  1718.  Married  by  Rev'd  James  Noyes.  The  burn¬ 
ing  of  the  county  records  at  New  London  has  made  it  imposible  to  learn 
much  that  would  be  highly  interesting  as  regards  both  him  and  his  sons. 
From  the  amount  of  his  early  purchases  of  real  estate  we  may  conclude  that 
he  was  a  young  emigrant  of  liberal  means  for  that  period.  He  was  a  man  of 
prominence  in  New  London  County,  and  his  appointments  to  places  of  trust 
by  the  court  mark  him  as  a  man  of  more  than  usual  education  for  that  period. 
Although  alive  in  1750,  he  was  quite  certainly  dead  before  the  struggle  for 
independence.  He  would  have  been  ninety  years  in  1776.  Therefore  we  can 
only  speculate  as  to  what  part  he  would  have  taken  (if  living)  in  that  contest. 
Even  in  his  day  we  may  fancy  the  revolutionary  ferment  brewing,  which 
later  put  one  of  his  sons  and  seven  grandsons  in  the  army  for  independence.- 
The  precise  date  of  his  death,  1753?,  or  that  of  his  wife,  has  not  been  found, 
but  they  were  both  buried  about  one  mile  northwesterly  from  the  village  of 
North  Stonington,  in  a  large  burying  ground,  the  place  known  formerly  as 
Milltown.  Occupation,  farmer.

History  of  James  Hakes:  James  Hakes  was  married  by  Simeon  Brown  (El¬ 
der),  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  in  'Capt.  Martin's  Co.,  of  Col. 
Sippitt's  Regt.  was  raised  Jan.  18,  1776,  for  one  year.  In  Sept.  1776,  the  Regt. 
left  the  state  and  joined  Washington's  army.  At  expiration  of  their  term  they 
were  induced  to  continue  30  days  longer.  Were  at  Trenton  and  Princeton, 
N.  J. 

At  a  later  period  James  was  in  the  army,  and  Gen.  Washington  visited 
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his  home  in  Renesselaer  Co.,  N.  Y.  By  special  request  of  the  General,  his  old¬ 
est  son  was  named  George  Washington  Hakes.  James  removed  to  Columbia 
Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  seems  to  have  lived  also  in  Renesselaer  Co.,  and  in  Berkshire 
Co,,  Mass.,  and  finally  removed  to  Sempronius,  Cayugo  Co.,  N.  Y.  He  was 
also  a  soldier  in  the  war  1812;  occ.  farmer.

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WEEDEN  VANDER  HAKES  AND  ELIZA  AMANDA  BEEBE 

Weeden  Vander  Hakes  and  his  wife,  Eliza,  crossed  the  plains  in  1848. 
He  was  a  shoe  maker,  skilled  in  his  art  and  prosperous  in  business.  He  al¬ 
ways  made  good  money,  which  he  turned  over  to  his  wife  for  safe  keeping. 
Both  of  them  were  quick  and  alert,  mentally  and  physically.  Although  ex¬ 
ceptionally  modest  and  reserved,  he  was  always  ready  to  stand  up  for  his 
convictions,  and  was  clean  in  both  body  and  mind.  He  abhorred  unclean 
talk.  Firm  in  the  faith,  he  was  ever  loyal  to  the  counsel  of  the  Church  lead¬ 
ers.  He  made  the  first  pair  of  boots  owned  by  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  He 
liked  to  be  in  parades;  Amanda  didn't. 

He  and  Eliza  both  loved  people,  and  looked  after  the  needs  of  others 
before  their  own.  Their  motto  was,  "If  we  eat,  so  do  the  neighbors."  They 
despised  the  idea  of  anyone  taking  advantage  of  the  poor  and  needy.  Eliza 
had  been  a  school  teacher.  She  was  well-organized  in  all  her  work,  never 
wasting  a  motion.  Both  of  them  were  more  than  liberal  in  donations,  and 
went  out  of  their  way  to  render  assistance  to  new-comers. 

In  her  old  age,  Eliza  broke  her  hip,  and  was  cared  for  until  her  death 
by  her  daughters,  Harriet  and  Sarah,  who  lived  in  Kanosh,  Utah.  Weeden 
accompanied  his  son  Collins  to  Mesa,  Arizona  to  spend  his  last  years.  He 
had  a  covered  wagon  fixed  for  a  bedroom.  His  children  and  grandchildren 
took  turns  feeding  him,  as  he  couldn't  bend  his  arms,  at  the  last.  He  was 
kind  and  gentle,  and  always  expressed  his  appreciation  for  their  care.  His 
high  principles  and  love  of  personal  cleanliness  remained  with  him  all  his 
life.

JUSTUS  MORSE 

When  Justus  Morse  was  in  his  early  twenties,  he,  with  some  young  men 
friends,  went  to  one  of  a  series  of  "Mormon"  meetings  being  held  in  their 
neighborhood.  Their  main  idea  in  going  was  to  have  a  good  time  and  cause 
a  disturbance.  Justus  took  with  him  a  little  music  box,  all  wound  up  and 
ready  to  turn  on  during  the  sermon.  He  became  so  interested  in  what  was 
being  said  that  he  forgot  all  about  his  music  box,  and  before  the  last  meet¬ 
ing  was  over,  he  had  become  a  convert  to  the  Church.  He  was  baptized  in 
1833. 

He  went  to  Jackson  County,  Missouri,  to  live,  but  was  driven  away  by 
mobs,  along  with  the  other  Saints.  He  was  forced  to  sign  over  the  deed  to 
his  forty-acre  farm  at  Far  West,  the  only  payment  received  being  an  eight 
day  clock.  In  1834  he  went  with  Zion's  Camp  back  to  Jackson  County,  and 
when  the  group  was  disbanded,  he,  with  Amasa  Lyman,  William  Cahoon, 
Solon  Foster  and  Amos  Hogges,  worked  there  that  summer. 

About  the  time  that  Joseph  Smith  was  martyred,  Justus  went  to  Mantua, 
Ohio  and  spent  that  winter  at  the  home  of  a  Mr.  Bissel.  In  April,  1845,  Justus 
took  his  family  and  left  for  Texas  with  Lyman  Wight's  company.  They  stopped 
one  night  in  a  mountainous  area  to  camp,  and  early  the  next  morning,  Justus 
and  one  of  his  sons  went  hunting  for  fresh  meat.  As  they  climbed  along  the 
sun  came  up,  and  something  shone  on  the  other  side  of  the  valley.  Thinking 
it  might  be  moisture  in  a  bear  track,  they  made  their  way  to  it.  Justus  was 
startled  to  find  a  clear  stone  of  great  brilliance.  He  took  it  back  and  hid  it 
in  his  wagon,  and  leaving  the  company,  turned  north  again. 

He  had  the  stone  assayed  at  several  places  and  was  told  that  it  was  a 
diamond  of  the  first  water,  second  to  the  largest  then  known,  and  worth  about 
$25,000.  Not  daring  to  stay  in  one  place  or  mix  with  people,  he  made  his  woy 
on  to  Salt  Lake  City.  There  he  gave  the  stone  to  Brigham  Young  and  told  him 
+o  use  it  for  spreading  the  Gospel  and  building  up  the  Church.  He  filled  an 
honorable  mission  for  his  Church. 

After  this  he  went  on  to  settle  in  San  Bernardino,  California.  Years  later 
he  visited  Salt  Lake  again,  and  was  chagrined  to  find  the  stone  sitting  on 
Brigham  Young's  curio  shelf.  He  later  went  on  back  to  Iowa  and  spent  the 
remainder  of  his  life.

Justus  Morse 
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Joseph  Riley  (3)  Morse,  brother  of  Mabel  Ann  (3)  Morse,  like  Ann,  haa  a 
rather  sad  childhood,  as  his  mother  died.  He  always  liked  Collins  Hakes,  and 
moved  from  place  to  place  as  Collins  moved, — namely  to  San  Bernardino, 
California;  Parowan,  Utah;  and  Mesa,  Arizona. 

In  San  Bernardino,  the  Morse  family  owned  a  shingle  mill.  Joseph  F. 
Smith  was  called  to  his  first  mission  at  the  age  of  fifteen.  When  he  reached 
San  Bernardino,  he  had  to  earn  money  to  take  him  to  San  Francisco,  so  ob¬ 
tained  employment  making  shingles.  He  and  Riley  Morse  worked  together. 
The  two  boys  were  evenly  matched  for  size,  both  being  over  six  feet  tali. 
Whichever  got  through  work  first  at  night  would  go  and  stand  in  the  center 
of  the  log  that  served  as  a  bridge  over  the  creek  and  wait  for  the  other.  Then 
they  would  scuffle  until  one  or  the  other  was  forced  into  the  creek.  In  the 
evenings  they  would  sit  on  the  floor  and  "pull  sticks"  to  see  who  could  out- 
pull  the  other.  When  pay  time  came,  Riley  took  his  money  in  silver  dollars. 
Then  he  dumped  them  all  into  Joseph  F.  Smith's  lap  to  help  him  go  on  his 
mission. 

Once  in  Los  Angeles,  Riley  overheard  some  men  plotting  to  massacre  the 
"Mormons"  in  San  Bernardino.  He  rode  a  mule  all  night  to  warn  the  intended 
victims.  On  this  occasion  he  said,  "Collins,  I  can't  live  the  Gospel,  but  I  can 
die  for  it!" 

After  coming  to  Mesa,  Arizona  in  1881,  he  was  head  of  the  County  Hos¬ 
pital  for  two  years,  helping  in  cases  of  sickness  and  accident.  He  always 
carried  a  little  bag  of  first  aid  supplies.  When  the  smallpox  epidemic  broke 
out,  the  building  which  then  stood  on  the  southwest  corner  of  Main  and  Cen¬ 
ter  Streets  was  used  as  a  "pest-house".  Riley  stayed  there,  and  was  respon¬ 
sible  for  an  allotted  number  of  patients.  Not  one  of  his  patients  died,  which 
was  more  than  could  be  said  for  the  doctor's. 

Excerpts  from  letters  to  his  Aunt  Salley:  1895. 

"I  am  the  second  son  of  your  brother,  Justus  Morse.  I  have  a  wife  and 
seven  children  living  and  two  sons  dead.  Father  spoke  of  you  and  your  hus¬ 
band  often  and  seemed  to  think  a  great  deal  of  you  both.  I  would  like  very 
much  to  have  the  pleasure  of  seeing  you  and  talking  concerning  our  family. 
Father  never  said  anything  about  them.  He  left  them  all  and  came  west  and 
we  never  saw  any  of  them.  I  remember  Mother  once  told  me  that  I  was  nam¬ 
ed  after  Captain  Riley,  and  said  something  about  Ashbell  and  Julius  Riley. 

"I  am  in  the  mining  business.  If  I  prove  lucky  I  will  come  out  all  right. 
If  not,  I  will  be  the  worst  broke  man  in  the  country.  Collins  Hakes  and  I  are 
partners  in  several  claims  that  prospect  well.  We  have  two  claims  bonded 
for  a  good  price,  and  I  think  the  parties  will  take  them,  for  they  are  putting  in 
a  large  stamp  mill  on  them  now. 

"I  never  had  the  advantage  of  an  education.  What  little  I  know  I  had  to 
pick  up  on  the  run.  Father  never  stayed  in  one  place  long  enough  to  give  us 
any  opportunity  of  learning.  He  was  a  good  man.  His  word  was  as  good  as 
his  note  any  place  we  ever  lived,  and  he  was  a  very,  hard-working  man.

Our  children  are  large  boned  and  will 
make  big  stout  men  and  women.  My  wife  weighs  150  pounds.  I  am  six  feet 
four  inches  and  weigh  180,  have  dark  hair  and  blue  eyes.  My  baby  is  18 
years  old  and  six  feet  high  and  weighs  140  pounds.  He  is  one  of  the  best  boys 
and  will  make  one  of  the  best  men.  My  girls  are  all  as  good  as  can  be.  All 
married  except  one.  She  is  a  deaf  mute  and  there  never  was  a  better  girl. 
She  has  been  attending  Deaf  School  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colo,  for  the  past 
two  years  and  I  shall  try  to  keep  her  there  until  she  graduates."

By  all  the  stars  above! 

And  I  don't  know  what  ails  me,  Ann, 
Unless  it's — I'm  in  love!" 

They  were  married,  and  within  a  year 
To  Utah  made  their  way. 

But  before  they  got  to  Parowan 
A  baby  girl  came  to  stay. 

Born  in  a  covered  wagon, 

They  named  her  Eliza  Ann. 

Never  a  more  tender  mother, 

Or  prouder,  happier  man. 

Built  a  cabin,  settled  down; 

Were  active  in  the  Ward. 

Here  Collins  received  the  Priesthood, 
Served  his  country,  and  his  Lord.

One  day  as  he  drove  his  mules 
Along  the  freighters'  trail, 

The  Indians  surrounded  him,

Took  off  his  flannel  shirt  so  red, 

And  gave  it  to  the  Chief, 

Who  smiled  and  said,  "A  friend  is  Hakes. 
Him  and  me  have  no  more  grief." 

They  were  asked  to  go  to  Arizona 
In  the  year  of  1883, 

Leaving  their  home  and  friends, 

Even  part  of  their  family. 

They  built  an  adobe  house 
In  the  Valley  of  the  Sun — 

Planted  trees  and  tilled  the  soil — 

Their  new  home  was  begun. 

They  ran  Mesa's  best  hotel

As  President  of  Maricopa  Stake

Councilman  Hakes  is  a  native  of  that 
State  which  has  given  more  presidential  tim¬ 
ber  to  the  United  States  than  any  other  State, 
alter  saying  which  it  is  almost  needless  to  re¬ 
mark  that  he  was  born  in  the  great  State  of 
Ohio.  The  date  was  June  26,  1837,  and  the  ex¬ 
act  location  was  Grafton,  in  Lorraine  County. 

He  was  taken  westward  with  his  father  when 
but  three  years  of  age,  and  traveled  through 
Illinois,  Missouri  and  Nebraska.  In  1848  they 
crossed  the  great  plains  and  reached  the  great 
Salt  Lake  Basin  in  the  Fall  of  that  year.  In 
March  of  1851  they  pushed  still  further  west¬ 
ward,  setting  out  on  a  journey  across  the  des¬ 
ert  to  Southern  California,  where  they  arriv¬ 
ed  at  the  San  Bernardino  Ranch  late  in  June. 

He  lived  in  Southern  California  until  1858, 
when  he  recrossed  the  desert  to  Utah.  Here 
he  resided  for  the  next  twenty-five  years.  In 
1883  he  removed  to  Arizona,  and  settled  at 
Mesa,  where  he  has  lived  ever  since.  He  owns  a  good  ranch  in  that  vicinity, 
and  is  held  in  high  esteem  by  the  citizens  of  the  entire  county.  Mr.  Hakes 
has  held  various  honorable  positions  at  different  times.  During  his  residence 
in  San  Bernardino  he  held  a  commission  as  first  lieutenant  in  the  California 
National  Guards.  In  Utah  Governor  Shaffer  commissioned  him  adjutant  of 
Company  E  of  the  militia.  He  has  also  served  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  both 
Utah  and  Arizona,  and  Sheriff  of  his  county  in  Utah,  a  position  which  he  held 
with  much  credit  and  efficiency.  Mr.  Hakes  has  a  wife  and  twelve  children, 
most  of  whom  are  grown  up  and  married,  and  he  is  the  grandfather  of  twen¬ 
ty-seven  children  and  great-grandfather  of  two.  Mr.  Hakes  has  been  a  con¬ 
scientious  legislator,  the  author  of  several  useful  measures,  and  the  firm  friend 
of  the  taxpayer.  Mr.  Hakes  has  followed  the  vocation  of  pioneer  and  frintiers- 
man  since  his  earliest  days,  and  though  sixty  years  of  age  is  still  hale  and 
strong,  with  apparently  many  years  of  healthy,  useful  life  still  before  him. 


HISTORY  OF  COLLINS  ROWE  HAKES 

He  was  the  son  of  Weeden  Vander  Hakes  and  Eliza  Amanda  Beebe.  Dur¬ 
ing  his  childhood  he  endured  many  of  the  persecutions  heaped  upon  the 
Latter-day  Saints  at  that  period  of  their  history.  When  he  was  three  years 
old,  his  family,  with  others,  were  forced  to  move  to  Illinois.  Here  they  lived 
for  six  years.  In  1946  the  Saints  were  driven  from  Nauvoo  to  Winter  Quarters, 
where  the  Hakes  family  stayed  for  two  years.  Collins  was  baptized  in  the 
Missouri  River. 

They  crossed  the  plains  with  the  Amasa  M.  Lyman  Company,  arriving  in 
Salt  Lake  City  19  October  1848.  One  day,  while  on  this  journey,  these  pio¬ 
neers  stopped  at  a  willow  thicket  to  camp.  Collins'  father  had  given  him  a 
little  hatchet,  and  told  him  to  stay  in  camp.  But  the  eleven-year  old  boy 
couldn't  wait  to  try  out  the  hatchet,  so  he  went  to  cut  willows.  An  Indian  hid¬ 
ing  in  the  thicket  took  his  hatchet  away,  brandished  it  overhead  and  told 
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him  to  go!  He  ran  safely  back  to  camp,  but  lost  his  hatchet  because  of  diso¬ 
bedience. 

The  Hakes  family  left  Payson,  Utah  Co.,  Utah  on  the  24th  of  March,  1851, 
under  the  leadership  of  Amasa  M.  Lyman  and  Charles  C.  Rich,  who  had  been 
called  to  lead  a  company  of  settlers  to  California.  They  arrived  the  following 
June  and  in  September,  the  Rancho  de  San  Bernardino  was  purchased,  and  the 
settlement  located.  Collins  and  his  people  helped  to  lay  out  the  city  of  San 
Bernardino. 

While  living  here,  Collins  met  and  befriended  a  motherless  girl,  Mabel 
Ann  Morse,  whom  he  married  29  March  1857.  The  ceremony  was  performed 
by  Charles  C.  Rich.  Shortly  after  this,  persecution  of  the  Church  began  again, 
and  once  more  they  faced  the  choice  of  giving  up  their  religion  and  remain¬ 
ing  in  their  homes  in  peace,  or  of  staying  with  their  faith  and  leaving.  They 
chose  the  latter  course,  and  the  covered  wagon  train  started  back  to  Utah. 
Mabel  Ann  Hakes  gave  birth  to  her  first  child,  Ann  Eliza,  at  the  Santa  Clara 
River.  There  was  no  time  to  stop  for  mother  and  new  born  to  rest,  so  the 
company  proceeded  on,  arriving  at  Parowan,  Utah,  17  of  March  1858.  Here 
they  made  their  home  for  a  time. 

In  Parowan  Collins  was  ordained  an  Elder,  and  later,  a  Seventy,  becom¬ 
ing  identified  with  the  69th  Quorum. 

Governor  Shaffer  sent  him,  with  others,  to  guard  duties  on  the  Sevier 
River  in  1866  when  the  Black  Hawk  War  was  raging.  He  served  here  for  three 
months,  and  had  many  encounters  with  the  red  men.  The  following  were  re¬ 
lated  by  Ernest  Turley  as  being  told  to  him  by  his  father,  Isaac  Turley:  "This 
happened  in  Utah  during  the  Black  Hawk  War.  Isaac  Turley  was  a  Captain 
with  twenty-four  men  under  his  command,  two  of  whom  were  Collins  R.  Hakes 
and  a  man  named  Butler.  The  war  was  worst  on  the  Seiver  River,  and  more 
people  were  killed  there  than  anywhere  else. 

"One  evening,  the  Captain  got  word  to  send  the  Pony  Express  through  to 
Salt  Lake  City.  He  asked  for  volunteers,  but  no  one  answered,  so  he  said, 
'Well  then,  who  will  go  with  me?'  Collins  R.  Hakes  said  he  would  go,  if  Tur¬ 
ley  went,  so  they  started.  Down  on  the  Sevier  River  they  saw  movements, 
and  felt  very  anxious,  but  it  turned  out  to  be  beaver. 

When  they  arrived  at  their  destination,  Governor  Wells  was  surprised 
to  see  just  two  men  on  such  a  dangerous  mission,  and  asked  why  more  had 
not  come  with  them.  Turley  replied  that  no  one  else  would  volunteer.  Gover¬ 
nor  Wells  said,  'You  should  have  had  more  men.' 

Another  time  Collins  was  on  duty,  and  going  about  his  work,  not  know¬ 
ing  that  an  Indian  was  hiding  in  a  wash  near  by.  Captain  Turley  came  along 
just  as  the  Indian  drew  a  dead  aim  on  Hakes;  he  intervened,  saving  Collins' 
life. 

In  his  thirty-first  year  he  was  again  prevailed  upon  to  become  a  pioneer, 
this  time  moving  to  Kanosh,  Utah  to  make  his  home.  He  also  had  a  ranch  in 
the  mountains  that  he  called  the  "Porcupine  Ranch"  on  the  Deer  Flat  hills. 
Here  he  operated  a  saw  mill  and  a  shingle  mill,  and  his  family  ran  a  dairy. 
He  saved  them  many  hours  of  hand  labor  by  attaching  the  chum  to  the  water 
wheel  of  his  mill.  He  was  in  business  here  in  connection  with  his  brother-in- 
law,  Riley  Morse,  for  about  ten  years.  When  the  Kanosh  Ward  was  organized 
with  Culbert  King  as  Bishop,  he  was  chosen  to  be  his  second  counselor. 

Once  more  he  responded  to  a  call  of  the  Church  to  help  colonize  the  Salt 
River  Valley,  in  Arizona.  He  traded  his  cattle  for  two  good  teams  of  mules 
and  two  wagons,  and  once  more  started  out  on  the  dusty  trails  toward  a  new 
home.  They  settled  in  Mesa,  Arizona,  arriving  in  1883.  Collins  and  the  Mer¬ 
rill  brothers,  Orlando  and  Orin,  were  the  first  to  discover  gold  in  the  Gold- 
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field  area.  They  and  Riley  Morse  owned  the  Mammoth  Mine  at  Goldfield 
twenty  miles  east  of  Mesa.  They  sold  it  to  a  large  company  for  twenty  thou¬ 
sand  dollars,  each  receiving  five  thousand  dollars  as  his  share.  Most  of  this 
money  was  re-invested  in  mines,  but  never  again  did  they  find  much  gold. 
However  the  company  who  bought  the  Mammoth  Mine  worked  it  for  a  num¬ 
ber  of  years. 

Collins,  his  sons-in-law,  Louis  E.  Lamb,  and  Lyman  Leavitt  each  owned 
a  third  interest  in  two  other  mines — the  "Mabel  Ann"  and  the  "Old  Joe".  Col¬ 
lins  and  Louis  worked  the  mines,  while  Lyman  took  care  of  the  work  at  their 
home  places. 

Collins  and  Louis  Lamb  traded  eighty  acres  of  land  to  the  Silver  King 
Mines  for  a  large  building  which  they  tore  down  and  freighted  to  Mesa.  From 
this  material  they  built  a  twenty-one  room  hotel,  the  first  in  Mesa,  and  also 
the  first  building  to  be  erected  on  the  north  side  of  Main  Street  in  Mesa's  bus¬ 
iness  district.  It  was  located  just  west  of  the  northwest  corner  of  Main  and 
MacDonald  streets.  This  was  the  only  hotel  in  Mesa  for  some  time,  and  busi¬ 
ness  proved  successful  as  Ann  was  an  excellent  cook  and  housekeeper.  Her 
patience,  cheerfulness  and  ready  wit  made  her  a  friend  of  everyone.  Dances 
were  held  in  the  dining  room. 

Whenever  there  was  sickness,  Collins  and  his  wife  went  and  offered  their 
services.  Even  during  a  dreadful  smallpox  epidemic,  they  took  care  of  many 
of  the  victims.  Collins  went  to  El  Paso  when  he  heard  that  Apostle  Woodruff 
and  his  wife  had  been  stricken  with  the  disease.  He  cared  for  him  in  his  last 
illness,  and  was  there  to  see  that  he  was  laid  away  properly. 

They  were  especially  loved  by  the  sick  and  the  poor.  He  often  spent  his 
last  dollar  to  make  someone  else  happy,  and  received  his  greatest  pleasure 
in  serving  others. 

They  cherished  their  children  and  grandchildren,  each  new  baby  receiv¬ 
ing  their  love  and  interest.  They  often  referred  to  their  grandchildren  as  their 
"second  crop". 

Much  of  his  time  was  spent  in  the  service  of  his  community  as  well  as  in 
Church  work.  He  was  a  school  trustee,  a  county  Supervisor,  and  acted  as 
Secretary  of  the  Mesa  Canal  Company.  He  also  served  in  the  State  Legisla¬ 
ture,  and  was  speaker  of  the  house.  He  had  many  railroad  contracts,  and 
helped  bring  the  "Iron  Horse"  into  this  western  country. 

Obstacles  were  only  a  challenge  to  his  ingenuity.  At  one  time  he  served 
as  a  guide  to  a  group  of  wealthy  campers.  The  women  of  the  party  were 
greatly  worried  because  they  had  forgotten  to  take  along  a  pan  in  which  to 
make  their  bread.  He  watched  them  wring  their  hands  and  fuss  for  a  while, 
then  offered  to  make  the  bread  for  them.  They  eagerly  accepted  the  offer,  but 
were  puzzled  as  to  how  he  would  proceed  without  a  pan.  By  turning  down 
the  edge  of  the  flour  sack,  and  mixing  the  dough  right  in  the  flour,  he  solved 
their  problem. 

While  residing  in  Mesa,  he  served  first,  as  second  counselor  to  President 
Alexander  G.  Macdonald  of  the  Maricopa  Stake.  Then,  10  May  1894,  he  was 
made  Stake  President,  which  position  he  occupied  until  1905. 

In  1893  he  visited  the  World's  Fair  in  Chicago.  They  visited  a  national 
Hakes  Reunion  at  Niagara  Falls.  At  this  Reunion  he  was  called  the  "Mor¬ 
mon  Bishop"  and  was  called  on  to  ask  the  blessing  on  the  food. 

He  had  coal  black  hair,  dark  eyes  and  a  well  shaped  head.  His  brother- 
in-law  said  he  was  one  of  the  most  handsome  men  he  ever  saw.  He  had  three 
months  schooling,  was  self  educated.  Where  ever  he  lived  he  had  the  record 
of  being  fearless.  Always  ready  to  take  the  lead  in  danger,  in  difficult  times 
he  was  appointed  to  be  spokesman. 
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Their  last  pioneer  call  was  an  exodus  to  Bluewater(  New  Mexico,  in  1905. 
Here  he  was  made  a  Patriarch  of  the  St.  Johns  Stake,  and  here  they  celebrat¬ 
ed  their  Golden  Wedding  Anniversary.  The  following  brief  extract  is  from  a 
letter  sent  to  Collins  on  this  occasion  by  the  First  Presidency  of  the  Church: 
".  .  .  we  wish  you  to  know  that  our  feelings  of  love  go  out  to  you  and  yours 
.  .  .  your  children,  and  your  children's  children  down  to  the  latest  generation 
.  .  .  we  wish  your  children  to  know  that  we  do  love  you,  and  that  we  admire 
you  for  your  long  life  of  faithfulness,  and  for  the  integrity  of  your  heart  .  .  . 
your  place  will  be  among  the  men  of  this  generation  who  have  been  valiant 
for  truth  ....  We  heartily  congratulate  you,  dear  Brother  Hakes,  in  the  honor 
that  has  come  to  you,  in  having  celebrated  your  golden  wedding  in  your 
seventieth  year  in  company  with  your  children,  all  of  whom  ,we  learn  with 
the  greatest  pleasure,  are  faithful  men  and  women  in  the  Church  and  King¬ 
dom  of  God.  We  sincerely  hope  it  may  be  said  of  them,  at  the  age  of  three 
score  and  ten,  as  it  now  can  be  said  of  you,  that  through  a  long  life  of  faith¬ 
fulness,  they  shall  have  earned  for  themselves  a  place  among  the  men  and 
women  who  have  been  true  to  their  covenants,  and  who  are  indeed  servants 
of  God. 

With  love,  we  are  your  brethren, 

Joseph  F.  Smith 
John  R.  Winder 
Anthon  H.  Lund 

First  Presidency." 

Two  years  after  this  his  beloved  wife  died.  He  lived  seven  years  longer, 
and,  although  lonely,  tried  to  make  others  happy.  His  visits  among  the  fami¬ 
lies  of  his  children  were  cheerful  and  enjoyable. 

Throughout  his  lifetime,  he  was  blessed  with  health;  in  all  his  seventy- 
nine  years,  he  never  had  a  toothache.  He  pulled  many  teeth  for  others  and 
in  his  later  years  he  had  one  of  his  own  teeth  pulled  just  to  know  how  it  felt. 
He  bore  the  following  testimony: 

"I  remember  having  seen  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  and  his  brother,  Hy- 
rum,  in  Nauvoo.  I  have  been  personally  acquainted  with  Presidents  Brigham 
Young,  John  Taylor,  Wilford  Woodruff,  and  Lorenzo  Snow,  and  I  know  that 
they  were  prophets  of  God.  I  do  also  know  that  President  Joseph  F.  Smith  is 
a  prophet,  seer  and  revelator." 

He  died  in  Mesa,  Arizona,  27  August  1916,  having  at  that  time  12  chil¬ 
dren,  53  grandchildren  and  59  great-grandchildren.

MABEL  ANN  MORSE  HAKES 


Ann  as  she  was  called,  was  the  daughter  of  Justus  and  Elizabeth  Morse, 
who  had  joined  the  Church  before  her  birth.  Although  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith  was  killed  when  Ann  was  only  four  years  old,  she  remembered  him 
well.  He  loved  little  children,  and  she  remembered  his  kindness,  and  that  he 
held  her  on  his  knee.  Her  father  had  hidden  the  Prophet  for  several  nights 
in  his  cornfield,  and  stood  guard,  when  his  enemies  were  seeking  his  life. 

Ann's  mother  died  in  1845,  and  her  childhood  was  greatly  saddened  on 
this  account.  The  family  was  driven  from  Illinois  with  the  other  Saints  and 
crossed  the  plains  in  1850  in  a  company  led  by  Amasa  Lyman  and  Brother 
Rich.  During  times  of  discouragement  on  that  long  hard  journey,  this  little 
girl  would  lean  against  the  wagon  wheel  and  pray  for  the  Lord  to  help  them. 

They  spent  the  winter  in  Great  Salt  Lake  Valley,  then  continued  on  to 
San  Bernardino,  California,  where  she  was  baptized  1  January  1852  by  Wil¬ 
liam  J.  Cox. 

Her  early  life  was  not  easy,  but  perhaps  because  of  this,  she  learned 
early  and  well  the  lessons  of  self-control,  mastery  of  tongue,  and  a  deep  un¬ 
derstanding  of  the  sorrows  of  others.  Her  own  children  never  heard  her  voice 
raised  in  anger;  she  never  argued  or  quarrelled  with  anyone.  Sometimes  in 
moments  of  stress  she  would  leave  the  house  for  a  few  minutes  then  come 
back  still  pleasant  and  smiling.  She  befriended  many  a  motherless  girl  and 
boy  in  her  lifetime,  and  helped  the  weak  to  be  stronger. 

As  the  Hakes  family  responded  many  times  to  the  call  to  settle  new  fron¬ 
tiers,  they  more  than  once  had  the  opportunity  to  share  their  food  with  the 
Indians  who  appeared  at  their  door.  Once,  when  all  they  had  to  eat  was 
corn-meal  mush,  some  Indians  came  who  were  so  hungry  that  they  scooped 
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the  mush  up  with  their  hands  and  licked  it  off  boiling  hot. 

All  their  encounters  with  the  Indians  were  not  pleasant,  however.  One 
day  when  Collins  and  all  the  other  young  men  in  town  were  away  serving 
as  soldiers  in  the  Black  Hawk  war,  an  Indian  walked  into  the  Hakes  home. 
Saying  that  he  disliked  young  Hakes,  so  was  going  to  take  his  squaw,  he 
grabbed  Ann.  Her  mother-in-law,  Eliza,  quickly  seized  the  butcher  knife  and 
started  towards  him.  Seeing  that  she  meant  business,  he  let  Ann  go,  and  ran 
away. 

In  1868  she  was  chosen  to  be  a  counsellor  in  the  Kanosh  Ward  Relief  So¬ 
ciety,  in  Millard  County,  Utah.  This  began  a  forty  year  period  of  service, 
during  which  time  she  held  one  office  or  another  in  Ward  or  Stake  Relief  Socie¬ 
ties,  wherever  she  lived.  After  they  moved  to  Mesa,  Arizona,  she  was  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Mesa  Ward  Society  from  1885  to  1890,  when  she  was  chosen  to  be 
a  counsellor  on  the  Stake  Board.  In  1892  she  was  called  to  preside  over  the 
Maricopa  Stake  Relief  Society  which  she  did  faithfully  and  well.  Among  other 
things,  she  and  her  counsellor  traveled  with  horse  and  buggy  to  raise  funds 
to  build  a  Relief  Society  Hall. 

From  the  beginning  her  home  was  always  open  to  Church  visitors  from 
Salt  Lake  City.  At  one  time  Brigham  Young  approached  Kanosh  with  a  con¬ 
ference  party.  He  sent  a  man  ahead  saying,  "Go  to  Brother  Hakes'  house  and 
tell  Sister  Hakes  to  have  dinner  ready  for  twenty- five  people  in  an  hour." 
She  had  a  good  meal  waiting  for  them  when  they  arrived.  During  the  course 
of  her  lifetime,  many  of  the  General  Authorities  stayed  at  her  home  and  ate 
at  her  table. 

Heber  J.  Grant,  who  later  became  President  of  the  Church,  knew  her  well. 
He  said  that  she  was  an  excellent  cook,  and  admired  her  for  goodness  of 
character  as  well  as  the  spontaneous  and  ready  wit  with  which  she  was 
blessed.  She  had  a  way  of  saying  humorous  things  in  such  a  way  as  to  take 
care  of  herself  in  any  situation,  yet  without  giving  offense.  Her  wit  was  most 
amusing  to  others,  but  she  never  smiled  at  her  own  jokes,  making  her  funny 
remarks  in  seeming  innocence.  President  Grant  said  that  he  had  watched 
her  as  long  as  he  had  known  her  to  see  if  anyone  ever  got  the  better  of  her 
verbally — that  he  didn't  believe  anyone  ever  would,  and  that  her  husband 
certainly  never  had. 

She  was  the  Mesa  Representative  to  the  Woman's  Suffrage  Convention 
in  Chicago  in  1893.  Here  one  irate  gentleman  speaker  said  that  women  had 
no  business  in  public  affairs,  but  should  be  home  sewing  buttons  on  shirts 
and  darning  their  husbands  socks.  To  everyone's  delight  and  his  discomfi¬ 
ture,  Ann  arose  with  dignity  and  informed  him  that  he  would  be  pleased  to 
know  that  all  the  buttons  were  on  and  the  socks  darned  before  she  left  home. 

Two  years  before  her  death,  she  suffered  a  stroke,  and  was  never  well 
again.  Her  children  took  turns  caring  for  her  in  their  homes.  In  spite  of  her 
suffering,  she  never  murmured  or  complained,  and  always  did  for  herself  all 
that  she  was  able.  She  died  19  January  1908,  and  was  buried  in  Mesa,  Ari¬ 
zona.

In  your  home  was  that  magnetic  atmosphere: 

Relatives  and  friends  spent  happy  hours  there. 

In  my  heart  I  felt  I  was  your  favorite  kin. 

Later  I  learned  that  others  felt  that  way  within. 

Those  joyous  Christmas  evenings  when  all  the  kin 
Gathered  at  your  home  and  the  program  would  begin 
With  music,  songs  and  readings  from  large  to  small, 
Candle-lighted,  gift-decked  tree,  Santa  would  call.

Ann  Eliza  Hakes  was  the  daughter  of  Collins  Rowe  Hakes  and  his  wife 
Mable  Ann  Morse.  She  was  born  on  the  Santa  Clara,  Utah,  the  15th  of  Feb¬ 
ruary  1858  and  died  in  Pine,  Arizona,  Feb.  2,  1926  at  the  age  of  68.  She  was 
a  widow  for  14  years. 

Her  early  life  was  spent  in  southern  Utah,  and  it  was  there  she  met  and 
married  Lyman  Leavitt.  They  were  married  Dec.  27,  1875.  They  had  three 
children  and  were  living  at  Kanosh,  Utah  when  they  were  called  to  come  to 
Mesa.  They  arrived  in  the  valley  in  1883,  when  Mesa  was  mostly  mesquites 
and  palo-verde  and  chaparral.  Father  built  a  house  in  town,  then  sold  it 
and  moved  out  on  a  ranch  where  we  lived  until  he  was  called  to  go  to  Pine 
to  be  the  bishop.  They  arrived  there  in  1899  and  lived  there  the  rest  of  their 
lives.  Father  died  in  Pine  in  February,  1912. 

Ann  Eliza  worked  in  the  church  all  her  life.  She  worked  in  the  Relief  So¬ 
ciety  in  Mesa  and  was  also  Stake  President  of  the  Y.W.M.I.A.  and  in  Pine 
she  was  president  of  the  ward  Y.W.M.I.A.,  counselor  in  the  Relief  Society  for 
21  years,  and  Secretary  for  the  Relief  Society  under  two  presidents.  She 
was  always  ready  to  help  those  in  need.  She  was  a  good  cook  and  home¬ 
maker.  She  was  a  beautiful  quilter  and  a  dress  maker.  She  cut  her  own  pat¬ 
terns  by  measuring  the  person,  then  adjusting  a  steel  frame  to  fit  the  mea¬ 
surements,  she  cut  out  the  pattern.  She  sewed  to  help  keep  her  son  on  a  mis¬ 
sion.  She  had  four  daughters  and  made  the  wedding  dresses  for  three,  and 
owing  to  sickness,  her  sister,  Lottie,  helped  her  make  the  fourth  one. 

She  came  to  Mesa  in  1921  for  a  few  months,  but  was  called  back  to  Pine 
by  the  death  of  her  daughter,  Pearl,  who  left  her  husband  with  seven 
children — the  oldest  15  years  and  the  youngest  16  months.  She  moved  in 
with  them  and  was  a  mother  to  them  until  she  died. 

Ann  Eliza  and  Lyman  had  eleven  children— three  died  when  small,  the 
other  eight  all  married  and  had  families.  Two  boys  and  two  girls  are'  still 
living;  Mr.  Joseph  C.  Leavitt  and  Mrs.  George  S.  Rogers  are  in  Mesa;  Mr.

Sarah  was  neat  and  clean  in  her  person,  and  very  particular  in  the  care 
of  her  beautiful  black ‘hair.  She  wore  it  in  long  shining  braids,  and  was  al¬ 
ways  careful  to  cover  her  head  before  sweeping  a  floor. 

Because  of  her  cheerful  disposition  and  ready  wit,  she  was  considered 
very  good  company,  and  was  loved  by  all  her  friends.  Her  male  relatives 
considered  her  a  brilliant  woman,  and  the  women  admired  her  for  her  loving 
personality. 

She  married  James  Charlesworth,  and  pursued  with  patience  the  task  of 
making  a  home  under  hard  pioneer  conditions.  She  was  gifted  in  knowing 
how  to  make  the  best  of  the  little  she  had  to  do  with.  Neatness  and  order 
meant  a  great  deal  to  her,  and  she  worked  hard  to  have  her  home  always 
neat  and  shining.  In  addition,  of  course,  she  had  much  other  urgent  work  to 
do,  as  did  all  other  pioneer  women,  and  sometimes  the  house  cleaning  had  to 
be  done  while  the  rest  of  the  family  slept  at  night.  Her  cellar  was  always  neat 
and  clean.  She  loved  the  association  of  her  family,  and  was  a  kind  and  lov¬ 
ing  mother,  understanding  her  sons  and  daughters.  She  kept  a  constant 
supply  of  good  things  in  her  cupboard,  and  a  hungry  mouth  was  always  sure 
to  find  a  piece  of  cake,  pie  or  a  tart  at  her  house. 

James  farmed  on  virgin  soil  east  of  Mesa,  and  raised  excellent  vegeta¬ 
bles.  Everyone  was  amazed  at  his  giant  sweet  potatoes,  one  of  which  weigh¬ 
ed  32  pounds.  The  women  coaxed  these  whole  in  the  oven,  and  they  were 
delicious. 

The  family  was  well  fixed  financially  before  they  left  Mesa. 

The  morning  before  she  took  sick  with  pneumonia  which  caused  her 
death,  she  hitched  the  horse  to  the  cart  and  took  her  sister  Effie  for  a  ride. 
During  the  conversation  she  remarked,  "Effie,  we  may  never  go  riding  again." 
She  passed  away  a  few  days  after  this. 

Collins  Riley  tells  the  following:  "I  was  present  when  Sarah  died,  and 
witnessed  Father  and  Uncle  Henry  Rogers  administer  to  her.  Twice  she  came 
back  to  life,  and  twice  she  begged,  “Why  do  you  bring  me  back?"  Father 
turned  to  Henry  and  said,  "That  is  enough."  Her  last  words  were,  "Let  me  go.

MY  MOTHER 

By  LOTTIE  M.  BROOKS 

My  mother  was  a  wonderful  woman;  I  think  she  must  have  been  one  of 
those  bright  and  shining  spirits  to  have  come  to  earth  with  so  many  talents. 
She  was  very  much  like  her  grandmother,  Eliza  Amanda  Beebe  Hakes,  being 
quick  and  active,  very  capable  in  any  field,  and  well-liked,  making  friends 
easily. 

She  was  beautiful,  and  sang  like  a  bird.  One  of  my  earliest  recollec¬ 
tions  is  of  my  Mother  singing  as  she  worked. 

Although  she  had  no  training,  she  was  a  fine  seamstress,  and  in 
the  early  days  she  often  made  suits  for  the  men  of  the  family  and  for  friends. 
She  was  called  on  to  make  wedding  dresses  for  family  and  friends,  and  turn¬ 
ed  out  beautiful  creations,  the  designs,  patterns  and  trimming  being  her  own 
fine  work,  because  there  was  little  to  do  with  in  those  days. 

Mother  was  a  wonderful  cook,  and  could  do  much  with  little.  There  be¬ 
ing  no  bakeries  in  town,  many  a  blushing  bride  called  on  her  to  make  the 
wedding  cake.  As  we  children  watched  her  decorate  those  cakes,  we 
thought  them  truly  inspiring.  I  cannot  recall  one  divorce  among  the  couples 
who  had  mother  bake  their  wedding  cake.  One  lovely  couple  who  celebrated 
their  Golden  Wedding  Anniversary  a  few  years  ago,  are  still  living.  I  think 
my  Mother's  crowning  culinary  achievement  was  when  she  was  placed  at  the 
head  of  the  commitee  to  serve  a  banquet  for  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  on 
his  return  from  visiting  the  Roosevelt  Dam. 
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Her  greatest  talent,  I  think,  was  an  ability  to  care  for  the  sick,  and  she 
traveled  far  and  near  trying  to  relieve  their  pain  and  suffering.  Often  father 
would  call  me  in  the  morning  to  come  and  help  him  with  the  children  be¬ 
cause  Mother  had  been  called  out  in  the  night  to  care  for  the  sick.  She  al¬ 
ways  responded  to  a  call,  day  or  night. 

She  did  a  great  deal  of  work  in  caring  for  the  dead,  also,  as  there  were 
no  mortuaries  in  town  in  those  days. 

My  Mother  had  a  great  love  and  understanding  for  the  Lamanite  people, 
and  always  tried  to  do  deeds  of  kindness  for  them. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  things  I  remember  about  my  Mother.

Harriet  Jane  Hakes  was  bom  in  Kanosh,  Utah,  living  there  until  1883 
when  her  family  moved  to  Mesa,  Arizona.  Most  of  her  girlhood  was  spent 
helping  at  home  with  housework  and  caring  for  the  younger  children.  She 
was  treasurer  of  the  Primary  Association  and  also  taught  a  Sunday  School 
class,  saving  the  bird  pictures  from  boxes  of  soda  to  reward  her  young  pupils 
for  credits  earned.  One  of  the  pupils,  Clarinda  Allen  Wilcox,  kept  the  ones 
she  earned  throughout  her  lifetime.  The  one  pictured  here  is  from  her  col¬ 
lection.  Jane  and  Annie  Ellsworth  dusted  and  made  things  ready  for  Sunday 
School  each  Sabbath  morning. 

All  through  Aunt  Jane's  lifetime  she  was  faithful  in  attendance  at  her 
Church  meetings.  If  she  were  able  to  be  out  of  bed,  she  considered  herself 
able  to  go  to  Church. 

Alexander  F.  Macdonald  performed  the  wedding  ceremony  for  Aunt  Jane 
and  her  husband,  Benjamin  Johnson.  They  were  married  near  the  border  of 
Mexico,  being  accompanied  on  this  trip  by  Benjamin's  sister,  Agnes,  and  her 
husband,  David  Stevens.  Jane  cooked  her  own  wedding  supper  in  a  dutch 
oven  over  the  camp  fire.  Brother  Macdonald  said  it  was  as  good  a  meal  as 
he  ever  tasted. 

The  newly-wed  couple  went  on  into  Mexico  to  make  their  home  there  for 
twenty-two  years.  Their  life  was  one  of  sacrifice  and  getting  along  with  lit¬ 
tle.  For  many  years  most  of  their  food  was  raised  in  their  own  garden.  When 
the  milk  in  the  com  had  set,  they  grated  the  corn  to  make  their  bread. 

Ten  of  their  twelve  children  were  bom  in  Mexico,  but  when  the  trouble 
came  and  the  colonists  were  driven  out,  they  moved  to  Bluewater,  New  Mex¬ 
ico  where  the  eleventh  child  was  bom.  Later  they  moved  to  Mesa,  Arizona. 
Here  again  a  garden  was  raised  to  help  with  their  living.  Jane  had  a  natural 
talent  for  nursing  the  sick,  and  cared  for  many  of  them,  serving  as  a  nurse  for 
all  the  doctors  who  practiced  in  Mesa  at  that  time. 

For  a  few  years  they  lived  on  a  ranch  between  Chandler  and  Gilbert, 
Arizona.  Her  husband  being  unable  to  work,  Jane  took  in  washings  and 
went  out  doing  housework  for  others.  Then  when  the  Arizona  Temple  was 
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completed,  she  helped  clean  it  and  make  it  ready  for  use.  She  did  janitor 
work  in  the  Temple  from  1927  to  1929,  when  she  was  called  to  be  a  regular 
Temple  worker.  Faithfulness  to  her  responsibility,  and  her  more  than  satis¬ 
factory  work  made  her  loved  by  everyone.  She  never  violated  a  trust  and 
kept  every  confidence  sacred. 

She  was  exceptionally  kind  to  the  physically  handicapped  people  who 
came  to  the  Temple  and  a  favorite  of  her  co-workers  and  friends.  Quiet  man¬ 
ners,  patience,  dependability  and  a  sparkling  Irish  sense  of  humor  were  out¬ 
standing  qualities.  She  was  faithful  to  her  calling  as  long  as  her  health  would 
permit,  then  was  given  an  honorable  release. 

She  loved  to  crochet  and  made  lovely  table  covers,  scarves  and  many 
beautiful  things.  Some  of  her  hand  work  was  for  the  Temple. 

When  she  was  eighteen  she  was  called  to  be  a  visiting  teacher  for  the 
Relief  Society,  and  served  in  this  capacity  nearly  all  her  life.  Now  in  her  de¬ 
clining  years  she  is  patient  and  adorable  and  everyone  loves  to  visit  with  her. 

Her  daughter,  Anne  Johnson  Peterson,  pays  her  the  following  tribute: 
"Take  all  the  sweetness  in  the  world;  the  patience  of  Job,  the  forgiveness  of 
the  Savior,  the  wit  of  Riley;  add  character,  unselfishness,  service,  throw  in 
beauty  for  good  measure — you  have  our  mother! 

I  have  heard  my  father  tell  all  these  things  many  times.  His  pet  name  for 
her  was  "Jeets"  and  she  is  still  called  just  that  by  her  children  and  "Grand¬ 
ma  Jeets"  by  her  grandchildren.  It  seems  to  give  her  a  great  deal  of  pleasure 
and  she  will  have  it  no  other  way.  I  might  add  that  it  has  been  said  by  her 
in-laws  that  she  is  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  "The  perfect  mother-in-law."

Valedictory  Address 

Mr.  President,  Dear  Teacher,  Fellow  Classmates  and  Friends: 

We  have  met  today  to  dedicate  one  hour  to  the  completion  of  our  college 
course.  We  have  met  to  say  farewell,  that  word  which  floods  the  soul  with 
emotion,  which  throngs  the  memory  with  pictures  of  the  past. 

For  two  years  we  have  met  within  these  hallowed  walls,  under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  the  most  auspicious  for  the  growth  of  character  and  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  human  ties.  But  today  we  say  farewell,  and  the  doors  of  this  institu¬ 
tion  which  have  stood  open  to  receive  us,  swing  behind  us,  and  we  enter 
upon  the  broad  thoroughfare  of  life  to  do,  what  many  before  us  have  done — 
hew  a  destiny  from  the  rugged  events  which  we  encounter.

AUTOBIOGRAPHY 

I  came  to  earth  24  November  1875,  arriving  at  Kanosh,  Utah.  An  out¬ 
standing  event  of  my  early  life  was  that  one  day  Mother  sent  me  on  an  er¬ 
rand.  There  was  snow ,  so  I  took  a  match  along  to  keep  warm.  In  the  pro¬ 
cess,  I  set  the  haystack  on  fire  and  burned  hay,  barn  and  harnesses.  The 
neighbors  managed  to  save  the  cows  and  horses.  Father  had  his  own  meth¬ 
od  of  punishing,  but  it  was  not  the  whip.  At  least  I  retain  a  vivid  memory  of 
my  crime.  I  also  recall  that  before  moving  to  Arizona,  we  spent  a  winter  in 
Parowran,  Utah. 

Frank  Ropley,  James  Charlesworth,  Uncle  Riley  Morse  (from  whom  I  in¬ 
herited  my  middle  name)  and  their  families  traveled  to  Arizona  with  my  Fa¬ 
ther's  family.  We  reached  Mesa  in  May  of  1883. 

The  first  thing  that  happened  in  Mesa  which  I  considered  exciting,  was 
that  Bishop  Pomeroy  came  Into  our  camp  riding  a  big  black  mare  and  carry¬ 
ing  a  large  brass  kettle  full  of  milk.  I  asked  my  Mother  if  he  had  any}  girls. 
She  said,  Yes,"  and  I  answered,  "Then  I  am  going  to  have  one  of  them." 
And  I  did  just  that.  Many  years  later,  1  returned  home  from  my  school  days 
at  Brigham  Young  University,  where  I  had  been  chosen  as  valedictorian. 
Having  completed  my  formal  education,  my  next  concern  was  to  look  for  a 
mate.  I  passed  the  Pomeroy  home  and  saw  the  Bishop's  daughter,  Emma,  in 
the  orchard  picking  peaches.  She  saw  me,  too,  and  threw  a  ripe  peach,  hit¬ 
ting  me  in  the  face.  I  went  bounding  after  her  like  a  deer.  She  ran,  calling, 
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"Ma!  Ma!  Help!"  Just  as  she  reached  her  mother,  I  caught  her  and  gave  her 
a  kiss,  and  that  won  her.  In  her  I  drew  one  of  earth's  prizes — a  true 
wife  and  sweet,  understanding  mother. 

We  have  six  sons  and  six  daughters.  The  youngest,  little  Daniel,  died 
at  the  age  of  four.  The  eleven  others  are  all  married  and  have  families,  and 
we  are  proud  of  every  one  of  them.  They  are  thrifty,  upright,  generous  and 
all  members  of  the  Church.  At  present,  we  have  38  grandchildren,  13  great¬ 
grandchildren. 

My  occupation  has  been  mainly  farming.  We  homesteaded  160  acres  a: 
Bluewater,  New  Mexico  in  1906,  then  purchased  160  acres  from  Bert  and  Lot¬ 
tie  Brooks  at  Uintah  Basin,  where  we  all  lived  for  a  year.  Being  frozen  out, 
we  moved  to  Moab,  Utah,  renting  a  large  farm  and  raising  a  good  crop.  This 
we  sold  while  still  in  the  field  at  a  handsome  price  for  those  days.  At  once 
we  went  back  to  Mesa  and  bought  160  acres  in  Chandler,  but  flopped  in  the 
cotton  depression  in  1918.  Back  to  Bluewater  we  went,  where  we  own  a  five 
acre  home. 

We  have  both  enjoyed  many  opportunities  to  serve  in  the  Church,  and  1 
have  always  found  joy  in  bearing  testimony  concerning  Mormonism;  have 
never  once  doubted  the  truth  of  any  principle  or  any  counsel  given  by  our 
leaders. 

I  became  the  first  Bishop  of  Bluewater  in  May  1906,  and  served  eleven 
years.  We  moved  away  for  twenty-five  years,  ten  of  which  I  spent  as  coun¬ 
selor  to  Bishop  Clarence  Dana  of  Mesa  Second  Ward.  I  was  made  Bluewater 
Bishop  the  second  time  after  we  returned  there,  and  have  spent  altogether 
twenty-six  years  as  either  a  Bishop  or  a  counselor. 

I  served  as  Stake  Superintendent  of  the  YMMIA  in  Maricopa  Stake  for 
five  years;  two  years  with  Chauncy  Spilsbury  and  Floyd  Tryon.  I  was  in  the 
Stake  Sunday  School  Superintendency  with  Frank  Pomeroy  and  Hon  Stew¬ 
art;  was  a  Stake  Committeeman  of  the  Genealogical  Society;  the  first  Wel¬ 
fare  man  of  Maricopa  Stake  under  President  Price;  a  guide  through  the  Ari¬ 
zona  Temple  before  its  dedication. 

I  went  on  a  mission  for  twenty-two  months  to  Mississippi,  and  baptized 
twenty-five  people.  I  was  shot  at,  brick-batted,  and  once  they  tried  to  tar 
and  feather  Elder  Funk  and  I,  but  they  failed. 

Some  of  the  sweet  memories  of  my  life  were  the  days  I  spent  as  a  boy 
helping  my  mother. 

I  want  my  children  to  always  remember  this  testimony:  I  know  Joseph 
Smith  was  a  prophet  as  I  know  that  I  live.  His  teachings  will  save  us  in  the 
Kingdom  of  God,  and  if  we  fail  to  live  up  to  them,  we  will  fall  short  of  the 
promises.

When  he  was  a  young  boy,  his  parents  attended  the  World's  Fair  at 
Chicago.  He  wanted  very  much  to  go,  and  was  granted  permission  providing 
he  wear  short  pants.  He  preferred  to  stay  home. 

He  was  a  Page  boy  for  the  Arizona  State  Senate  at  the  Capitol  in  Phoe¬ 
nix,  when  he  was  sixteen  years  old.  Sidney  P.  Osborn,  later  one  of  Arizona's 
governors,  also  served  as  a  Page  at  this  time. 

From  the  time  he  was  twelve  years  old  until  he  was  eighteen,  he  farmed 
with  his  brother-in-law,  Louis  E.  Lamb,  Sr.  Between  crops,  they  freighted  to 
the  old  Pinal  Mines  between  the  Superstition  Mountains  and  Globe.  The  trip 
took  four  or  five  days.  The  Pinal  trips  were  during  the  winter,  and  summers 
they  freighted  to  Prescott  and  from  Prescott  to  the  Jersey  Lily  Mines.  He  spent 

one  or  two  summers  working  in  the  Bulldog  and  Mammoth  Mines  in  the  Gold¬ 
field  district. 

In  1903  he  went  on  a  three  weeks  mission  to  the  Papagoes  near  the  Mex¬ 
ican  border.  Isaac  Rogers  and  Brother  Valenzuela  went  also. 

He  married  Minnie  Melissa  Johnson  26  June  1902,  and  their  first  two  chil¬ 
dren  were  born  in  Mesa.  In  1905  they  moved  to  Bluewater,  New  Mexico,  and 
homesteaded  240  acres.  About  1909  his  grain  and  garden  were  flooded 
when  the  Bluewater  Dam  went  out.  He  spent  this  time  in  stock  raising  and 
bought  and  sold  cattle.  He  was  First  Counselor  in  the  Young  Men's  M.  I.  A. 

,  L°s  Angeles,  Calif.,  where  he  took  a  course  in  mechanics 

at  the  Y.M.C.A  about  1917  and  lived  there  about  one  year.  They  moved  to 
ban  Diego  and  later  to  Wilmington  where  he  was  ordained  a  High  Priest  by

President  George  W.  McCune  of  the  Los  Angeles  Stake.  He  served  as  coun¬ 
selor  in  the  M.  I.  A.  He  invented  a  hand  soap  and  ran  his  own  soap  factory. 
He  always  took  the  missionaries  into  his  home,  and  gave  them  bed  and 
board.  Anyone  who  came  along  was  welcome  to  eat  and  stay. 

He  returned  to  Bluewater  and  rented  500  acres  of  land  from  Maribal,  the 
old  Spanish  land  lord.  Here  he  engaged  in  dairying  and  farming.  He  be¬ 
came  second  counselor  to  Branch  President  Roundy,  with  Amos  Tietjen  as 
first  counselor.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  Boy  Scout  Committee  for  about 
twenty-five  years  in  California  and  New  Mexico,  and  is  still  serving  as  such 
at  the  date  of  this  writing.

Black-eyed,  energetic  Ruby  Amanda  was  the  last  child  born  to  Mabel 
Ann  and  Collins  Hakes.  When  she  was  four  years  old,  her  parents  ran  Me¬ 
sa's  first  hotel,  and  many  of  the  guests  were  entertained  by  the  lively  ways 
and  unexpected  sayings  of  the  pretty  little  girl  with  dark  curls  and  starched 
ruffles.  Once  she  got  her  face  slapped  for  peeking  through  a  hotel  room 
door!  She  managed  to  be  first  on  the  scene  when  two  of  the  kerosene  lights 
exploded,  and  her  clothes  were  burning  by  the  time  someone  came  along  to 
put  out  the  fire.  However  she  was  unhurt. 

Most  of  the  vegetables  used  at  the  hotel  came  from  the  garden  of  a  her¬ 
mit  called  Reeves,  or  "Harry  Cabbage".  He  lived  at  Superstition  Mountain. 

Ruby  went  to  the  dedication  of  the  Salt  Lake  Temple  with  her  parents, 
and  here  saw  snow  for  the  first  time.  She  thought  it  was  feathers  and  tried 
to  catch  it  in  her  apron. 

At  one  time  they  lived  on  a  farm,  where  her  father  raised  twenty  acres 
of  grapes.  Ruby,  like  other  children  of  that  time,  walked  a  mile  to  school,  car¬ 
rying  her  lunch  of  biscuit  sandwiches  in  a  little  tin  pail.  The  children  climbed 
trees,  hunted  birds'  nests,  played  ball  and  guinea,  and  did  their  share  of 
fighting.  Sometimes  they  jumped  off  high  haystacks  with  an  umbrella.  The 
fathers  brought  scrap  blocks  home  from  buildings  to  serve  as  toys.  Her  child¬ 
hood  was  a  carefree  and  happy  time. 

Later  the  boys  hired  horse  and  buggy  from  the  livery  stables  to  take  the 
girls  riding;  or  the  young  couples  went  for  evening  strolls.  Then  bicycles 
came  into  style,  and  the  lucky  owners  were  really  considered  something! 
Hayrack  rides,  parties  and  dances  were  the  sources  of  entertainment. 

Ruby  studied  music  and  voice  culture.  When  Elder  Heber  J.  Grant  vis¬ 
ited  the  Hakes  home  at  conference  times,  he  would  ask  her  to  accompany 
him  on  the  piano  while  he  practised  learning  to  sing.  Eighth  grade  gradua¬ 
tion  ended  her  schooling. 

Sometimes  Indians  would  come  to  the  Hakes  place  and  stay  for  a  week

at  a  time.  Ruby  and  her  mother  felt  safe,  even  when  they  were  alone  with 
the  Indians. 

Mabel  Ann  loved  to  have  the  young  folks  at  her  place,  and  they  were 
always  made  welcome.  She  baked  cakes  and  pies  on  Saturday  for  the 
young  folks  Ruby  s  friends  to  eat  on  Sunday.  She  enjoyed  their  music 
and  often  asked  them  to  sing  and  play  the  piano. 

When  Ruby  was  about  19  years  old,  the  family  moved  to  Bluewater,  New 
Mexico,  where  she  found  things  to  be  very  different.  There  was  no  place  to 
go  to  except  Church  or  an  occasional  dance  or  party.  However  the  young 
people  went  for  walks  and  climoed  the  hills,  and  Ruby  made  many  dear 
friends.  Here  she  met  and  married  Henry  Ballard  McNeil  (a  cousin  to  Elder 
Melvin  J.  Ballard).  It  was  a  double  ceremony  along  with  Lottie  May  Lamb 
and  Bert  J.  Brooks,  on  January  23,  1907. 

Their  first  child,  Thurston,  was  born  in  Bluewater;  then  they  moved  back 
to  Mesa  where  Ruby  Ann  was  born.  Collins  was  born  at  their  next  home  in 
the  Mining  town  of  Hayden.  In  1918  they  moved  to  Salt  Lake  City,  and  here 
Daniel  Duane  was  bom  in  1921.  Henry  McNeil  and  Bert  Brooks  worked  at 
the  coal  mines  in  Moreland  and  Rains,  Utah,  and  their  families  lived  at  the 
mines. 

In  1923,  they  went  to  Wilmington,  California;  then  back  to  Mesa  in  1924; 
to  Hayden  in  1925;  then  settled  in  Phoenix,  Arizona  for  their  home.  Here  Hen¬ 
ry  McNeil  died  in  1948. 

Ruby  worked  for  the  Church  more  or  less,  throughout  her  lifetime.  She 
served  as  organist  for  the  Ward,  and  for  different  auxiliaries.  She  also  work¬ 
ed  in  the  Mutual. 

During  World  War  II,  she  opened  her  home  to  the  boys  in  the  service. 
They  came  in  crowds,  and  stayed  over  week  ends,  to  get  a  taste  of  home 
life,  which  Ruby  generously  gave.  She  fixed  meals  for  them,  did  repair  jobs, 
cared  for  them  when  sick,  and  mothered  them  well.  Many  of  them  corre¬ 
sponded  with  her  after  they  left  to  go  overseas.  To  her  they  seemed  like 
sons,  and  to  some  of  them,  she  was  the  only  mother  they  had. 

Throughout  the  years,  Ruby  did  a  lot  of  nursing,  both  in  her  own  home 
and  in  other  homes.  She  was  always  a  good  cook  and  housekeeper,  and  her 
years  were  busy  ones.
